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51 essed K^ateri 

God uses the weak as powerful instruments. Why? So that God's power 
shines more brilliantly in them. St. Paul wrote, " We hold this treasure [of God's 
light] in earthen vessels so that the immensity of the power is God's and not our 
own" (2 Cor. 4:7). One of those weak figures was Kateri Tekakwitha. At age 
four, smallpox infested her village. Her parents died, and she was left 
scarred, weakened and partially blind. The brightness of the sun blinded her, 
and she would feel her way around as she walked. 

She was born in 1656 near what is currently Auriesville, NY where St. 
Isaac Jogues was martyred in 1646. Her father was a Mohawk chief and her 
mother was a Catholic Algonquin. She had fond memories of her prayerful 
mother and of her stories o f Catholic faith. Inspired by those stories, she 
often went to the woods alone to pray. 

When Tekakwitha was eighteen, a Jesuit missionary came to the area. 
Two years later, she was baptized and given the name of Catherine (Kateri in 
the Iroquois dialect). But her adopted family did not accept her choice. She 
was threatened with torture or death if she did not renounce her faith. 
Because she wanted to devote her life to God, Kateri fled 200 miles through 
the wilderness to the Catholic mission of St. Francis Xavier near Montreal. 
The journey took two months. 

Kateri was devout in prayer and practiced little "acts of love." She taught 
the young and helped those who were poor or sick. Her motto became, 
"Who can tell me what is most pleasing to God that I may do it?" She spent 
much of her time in prayer before the Blessed Sacrament. She loved the 
Rosary and wore it around her neck. People said that Kateri's face changed 
when she was praying. It became full of beauty and peace, as if she were 
looking at God's face. 

She made a vow of perpetual virginity and devoted herself to Christ for 
life. She hoped to start a convent for Native American sisters. However, she 
died due to poor health at age 24. Moments after dying, her face scarred and 
disfigured from smallpox miraculously cleared. This was witnessed by two 
Jesuits and the others in the room. 

She will be canonized a saint October 21, 2012. Dale Lamphere made a 
marble statue of her in 1992 for the Basilica of the Immaculate Conception, 
Washington, D.C. A bronze statue based on the original will be circulated in 
our diocese later this year. Next year, it will be placed in the Kateri 
Courtyard at the Terra Sancta Retreat Center. 

Kateri is one of the five American saints painted on the crucifix above our 
altar. Her feast day is July 14 th . You will find a no vena prayer in this 
bulletin. Please pray especially for the Native American people of our 
diocese.

Our ministry, which by God's grace is now in it its 
seventh year, serves the men and women in the 
Pennington County Jail. Each year we touch hundreds 
of lives, but we do not always know how these people 
fare when they are released from jail. A joyful 
exception to this missing information was recently 
provided by one of our HFNL ministers, Fran 
Solinsky, who shared: "Friday evening I was at K- 
Mart helping my mother shop when I heard a man 
say, 'You are with the Jail Ministry?' I looked up to 
see a young man whom I recognized from attending 
our sessions for several months. We ignored the jail's 
rule of 'no touching' and gave each other a hug. The 
first words he said to me were, 'I still have my Bible 
and also the beaded chaplet I received from you.' We 
talked for another five minutes or so. He's been out of 
jail for over a month and has a job with a painting 
crew. He attends 12-Step meetings as he has stopped 
drinking. He mentioned the desire to attend a local 
parish some time. He was buying shirts to wear to the 
meetings he must attend. It was such an uplift to see 
this young man again outside of the jail and to see 
him doing well. May we continue to pray that he can 
stay sober and follow Jesus."
